A NIAGARA SENSATION. 

The Upper Table Hock Fulls Into the Hone- 
shoe Falls. 

Ciiicaoo, Jan. 14. —The Times' Niagara 
Falls special of Jan. 13 says: That port inn 
of tho rugged bank nearest the Eioj^ishoe 
falls, on the Canada side and known as 
"Upper Table Hock," fell at midnight 
last, night with a deafening crash that was 
heard and the concussion felt miles iiway, 
Thousands of ions of solid rock fell into 
the gorge below and with it hundreds of 
tons of ice. The exact position of the 
break is between the Prospect House and 
the (Jreat Horseshoe falls, just above tho 
old table rock and next to the spiral stair- 
way loading to the path behind the sheet 
of water. The government's iron railing 
for over 150 feet was carried away. It m 
at this very spot that all visitors stand to 
geL a view. The formation of the preci- 
pice is now entirely changed. One can 
now stand on the bank above and sec be- 
hind the heavy sheet of water into tho 
dark chasm. The greatest curiosity is 
manifested by villagers and touriBta and 
throngs of people are moving to tho spot. 
A mass of limestone and slate I CM) foot in 
length by about 60 feel in width and J7<) 
feet deep is piled in a heaping mass below. 
Tho supposed cause of tho rock giving 
way is low water, steady freezing weather 
for the past three weeks and the heavy 
weight of accumulated ice.

The 
penisntry learned of their approach and 
removed the usual means of crossing the 
stream near the glen, which was swollen 
by roooiil storms. This delayed thu evict- 
ion ill doing their Wol'k, as thu police, 
rather than wot their feet by fording the 
stream, preferred to make a long detour. 
Then thu peasantry women, who rejoiced 
in the trouble 1 hey had e«U» 
Tied the 
friendly U 
across the stream on t heir 
police with much lUrliciilty finally succeed- 
ed in climbing the olen. Thru with fixed 
bayonets Lhoy proceeded to the houses 
amid the groans uf Ihi people, and order- 
ed thoill to be vacated. Several of them 
had already been emptied. The work of 
eviction is proceeding. After the tenants 
loft t.heir houses tho doors were forced 
with crowbars and the thatched dwellings 
burned.

According to announcement a large and 
enthusiastic meeting of squatters upon tho 
reserved public lands of Cliilliwhack and 
Sumas, was hold at Henderson's hall, Ceu- 
trevillo, on Thursday, the L3th hist., im- 
mediately after tho closing of the polls (it 
being municipal election day). 

Not only were theaquuttors out in force, 
but there were present many of the old 
substantial freeholders of the place read)' 
and willing to lend their encouragement 
and support to the cause which their fel- 
low citizens had met to advance, namely, 
the settlement of land titles. The popu- 
lar and efficient reeve of thu municipality, 
I). Mcdrillvray, Esq., was called to tho 
chair, aifd Mr. A. Davison was appointed 
secretary. 

The chairman in a clear and forcible 
speech stated the object of the meeting 
to be, to petition for repeal of the "Su- 
mas Dyking Act," which for many years' 
past has been a dead letter on the statute 
books, but which holds 46,000 acres of 
lands in Cliilliwhack and Suinas in re- 
serve for the benefit of a company in 
evory respect defunct; thus paralyzing 
the energies of the many settlers who 
have been induced by the authorities, 
both provincial mid Dominion, as well as 
by immigration circulars scattered broad- 
cast over the country, to settle thereon, 
with the assurance that the lands in 
question would be speedily opened up for 
sale or for homestead entry at not more 
than one dollar per aero. tie set forth in 
a masterly niacin or and with a clearness 
of explanation that showed a thorough 
familiarity with the history of this un- 
fortunate dyking scheme, tho disadvan- 
tages under which this municipality and 
tho district at, large were laboring by 
reason of the unsettled condition of titles, 
to lands thus affected, anil urged upon 
settlers to continue to agitate this im- 
portant matter until their grievance, in 
this regard, was redressed. 

A motion was then made and carried, 
that t he secretary be requested to prepare 
a draft of petition to tho legislature to re- 
peal the "Sumas dykingact," and to open 
up for sale or homestead entry at the 
price of not more than one dollar per 
acre, tho lands restored by said act, and 
to report the same to this meeting. 

The chairman stated that as chairman 
of the managing committee appointed at a 
previous meeting, he had addressed letters 
of invitation from all our representatives 
from this district to attend this meeting 
and address the aauio, and that he had 
received answers from the hon. provincial 
secretary, W. Norman Bole, M. P. P., 
and VV. H. Ladner, M. P. P., which he 
proceeded to read to the meeting. Each 
of these gentlemen expressed himself in 
thorough harmony with the movement, 
and promised to use his official position as 
a representative at the proper time and 
I place in the interests of the settlers, on 
retire and ' '''' s important question, 
dviybethe Sttrriiig speeches were then made by 
] A. C. W oils, Geo. Chadsey, .James Bauer, 
' Chester Chadsey, A. S Vedder, W. H. 
Bailey and A. Davison, all expressing 
their sympathy with the movement. 

The secretary then reported a draft of 
petition to the legislature, and after dis- 
cussion and amendment it, was unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

Ordered that the secretary prepare a 
report of the proceedings of tho meeting 
for publication. 

Tlte meeting then adjourned.

DRAINAGE. 

The following letter en the sewerage 
question was received by a gentleman of 
this city from a friend who resides in Santa 
Barbara, Cal., and who is deeply inter- 
estod in real esUito here. He says: "I 
notice that the Drainage Bylaw has been 
thrown out — -Santa Barbara has got ahead 
of you in this important improvement. 
The main drain- in length about 1( 
miles — was finished two or three weeks 
ago, and side connections are now being 
put in. Iron-stone drain tiles are used, 
of a diameter of 10 inches for the main 
drain. The discharge into the sea is 
effected by connecting with long iron 
pi-pt.i — thoroughly joined like water pipes; 
those iron pipes joining the stoneware 
pipes at, high tide mark. The iron pipes 
are laid several hundred feet, and after 
being joined, were simulianeiHudti low- 
ered to the bottom. The town is now 
perfectly sweet. The effluvia although 
nothing like ao bad as I have experienced 
in Victoria I must admit, ho* entirely 
ceased. The main cost is about §10,000 a 
very low figure, you will think; but there 
was no rock-blasting, and the grade is a 
gradual slope, so that the pipes are no- 
where at a greater depth than seven or 
eight feet. When the water was lei in, 
the suction seemed to be very great, and 

there appears to be no question, but that 
it is a great success ami none too soon, 
as some of the most desirable eastern 
visitors went away last year disgusted.

She proceeded north until com 
polled by strong head winds to return, and 
reached the CioTdon (hate yesterday even- 
ing. The wind had died out, and being 
caught by II strong tide llm vessel was 
hore at t he south end of Point 
liside the famous seal rocks, op- 
posite the ( 'hit' House. The life saving 
station people near by were promptly 
notified and hastened to the scene of the 
wreck, The captain and all hands aboard 
had taken to the bouts, but as if was im 
possible for t hem to make a landing in I he 
heavy surf running, they stood away for 
the entrance to the harbor. After being 
abandoned the vessel drilled south into 
a small cove, where she pounded against 
the rocks, and at midnight was rapidly 
breaking up.

Men from the 
life saving st.at n in, seeing nothing could 
lie done, and knowing the schooner had 
been abandoned by her ollicers and crew, 
withdrew a few minutes before I o'c lock 
from tlic scene.

A 
reporter asked at the rectory for Father 
Donnelly. The receiving Woman replied, 
"This is no place for Father Donelly," 
then snappishly continued, "If you want 
to see him why don't you go to his house. 
He has 11.. right here, at Dr. McGlynn's." 

Patrick Johnston, the church engineer, 
resigned yesterday, and turned his keys 
over to Father McGlynn. The choir of 

boys refused ,0 attend services to day. 
For several days past. Father McGlynn litis 
not been well. After he left the church at 
noon he went directly to his room m the 
rectory. Dr. Shrady, his regular physician, 
was summoned, and found Dr. MeGlyun 
prostrated by the excitement of the pro- 
longed struggle He was ordered to !„. 
removed at once to some place whore he 
could have a rest, and accordingly to-night 
he was taken to the residence of his Bis- 
ter iu Harlem. An indignation meeting 
was held to-night in the basement of 
tho church. Every seal was tilled, and 
the seats were packed. Tho meeting Was 
called to order by a prominent member, 
who besought the audience to bo orderly. 
It was announced that a meeting would 
be held to-morrow night in t he church 
for members, and that a mass meeting 
of Catholics of the city Would be held 
at the same t nne at Cooper Union hall. 
Much excitement prevailed. Many wo 
men were so wrought up that they sobbed 
aloud. A committee was appointed to 
draft resolutions to present to 'he meet- 
ing to-morrow night. Impassioned ad- 
dresses were made, urging the people lo 
stand by their pastor to the last. Speakers 
predicted a triumphant vindication of 
their pastor. This was received will, 
enthusiastic applause. The audience 
cheered and shouted. It was announced 
that a fund would be started to-morrow to 
provide for the pastor, win. has used up 
all his means (.. aid the poor. The audi- 
ence then dispel sed. Vesper service wag 
poorly ai 1 end, d.
